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High school 
could drop 
PLA status 
in 2015

STANFORD —Lincoln 
County High School is 
likely to shed its “persis¬ 
tently low-achieving” sta¬ 
tus as soon as KDE rules 
allow it to, at the end of the 
2014-15 school year. 

That’s what members of 
the state education recov¬ 
ery team charged with 
helping turn around aca¬ 
demic performance at the 
school say they think will 
happen. 

“I would be very sur¬ 
prised if it didn’t happen,” 
said Lori Hollen, a recov¬ 
ery team member focused 
on math. “I think they’re

Indictments 
served for drug 
trafficking 

CRAB ORCHARD — 
The Lincoln County 
Sheriff’s Office and 
Kentucky State Police 
served 17 indictments 
Tuesday on “numerous 
individuals” in the Crab 
Orchard and 

Broughtontown commu¬ 
nities for drug-trafficking 
crimes. 

The arrests were due to 
a year-long investigation, 
according to a news 
release from the sheriff’s 
office issued late Tuesday 
afternoon. More than 
$5,000 and a vehicle were 
seized during the round¬ 
up, along with marijuana, 
oxycodone and 

hydrocodone. 

The sheriff’s office 
expected to serve eight 
more indictments in the 
case “within the next cou¬ 
ple of days,” according to 
the release.

STANFORD — The num¬ 
ber of authors per square 
mile inside Stanford will 
shoot through the roof 
Saturday, when 40 authors 
pay a visit to the Lincoln 
County Public Library for 
the first ever Lincoln Book 
Festival. 

The festival will celebrate 
a wide variety of writing 
genres, including historical 
writing, Christian fiction, 
children’s picture books, 
sports books, elementary- 


school math books and 
more, said Amanda 
Gearhart, the library’s direc¬ 
tor. 

“Last year, we tried a few 
author visits and the atten¬ 
dance was kind of light,” 
Gearhart explained. “I 
thought, ‘wouldn’t it be 
great to have a lot of authors 
come at once?’ ... The 
response has been fantastic.” 

Participating authors 
include well-known garden¬ 
er John Carloftis; and Joe 
Cox and Ryan Clark, the co¬ 
authors of “Fightin’ Words: 
Kentucky vs. Louisville,” a 


book that documents every 
game in that historic basket¬ 
ball rivalry between the 
University of Kentucky and 
the University of Louisville. 

Gearhart said each author 
will be set up with a table 
during the event — which 
lasts from 9 a.m. to 3 p.m. 
Saturday — where they will 
be selling their works, talk¬ 
ing with fans and signing 
autographs. 

While some of the authors

Stanford still 
debating 
next salary 
for mayor

STANFORD — Debate 
over setting the salary for 
the next mayor of Stanford 
continues to dominate city 
council meetings, but so 
far council members and 
Mayor Bill Miracle have 
been unable to find much 
common ground. 

The issue reared its head 
again last Thursday, when 
Stanford resident Naren 
James — a doctor who 
regularly attends council 
meetings and has run for 
councilman and mayor in 
the past — asked each 
council member present to 
explicitly state their posi¬ 
tion on setting the salary. 

“I think we need to keep 
it pretty close to where it is 
right now,” said 
Councilman Mike 

Southerland, one of two 
council members who 
have voted against 
attempts to lower the 
salary from its current 
level of $30,000. “It may 
be a little overpriced ... 
Around $25,000 is about 
as low as I’d like to see it 

go.” 

Councilman Scottie 
Ernst — the other member 
opposed to recent attempts 
to cut the salary — said he

on their way to becoming a distinguished 
school really soon — if not this year.” 

Lincoln County High School was designat¬ 
ed as a persistently low-achieving (PLA) 
school in late 2011 because it did not meet 
federal “No Child Left Behind” goals for 
three years in a row and had test scores poor¬ 
er than the majority of the state in 2011. 

As a result of the classification, the high 
school’s council was stripped of its power 
and given an “advisory” position by auditors 
who visited the school and district in 2012. 

Principal Tim Godbey was allowed to 
remain in his position, but auditors ruled the 
district could not oversee the recovery efforts 
and gave that responsibility to the state 
instead. 

The three-member education recovery 
team, which now consists of Hollen, Angela 
Riddell and team leader Sam Watkins, began 
working on a daily basis at the high school in 
the 2012-13 school year. 

The recovery team was dispatched to the 
school for a three-year period — the same 
length of time KDE requires schools to retain 
the PLA designation before they can apply 
for removal. 


Team members have explained their goal 
of working at the high school as “working 
ourselves out of a job.” They aim to develop 
local teachers’ and staff members’ abilities so 
that the school will continue to improve after 
they leave. 

Improvement was already 
underway at the school when 
the team first arrived in 
2012, Watkins said last year, 
after about six months work¬ 
ing in the school. 

"I think the school had 
been primed so when we got 
here, the conditions were 
favorable for us to be very 
effective,” he said at the 
time. 

Now, as the end of the 
2013-14 school year 
approaches, team members 
say the school has continued to progress in 
ways other schools are not. 

“That’s due in large part to the structures 
put in place in the school and the district,” 
Hollen said. “That’s awesome because that’s 
really not happening everywhere.” 

Riddell, whose focus is on English and 
reading, said teachers are asking more ques¬ 
tions and handling more things on their own. 


The recovery team is beginning to take a back 
seat. 

“We facilitate more. The teachers are tak¬ 
ing initiative and we provide support and 
resources to help them,” Riddell said. 

“They’ve really created 
these systems themselves ... 
to make their school more 
successful.” 

Godbey said in the 2012- 
13 school year, the recovery 
team’s focus was largely on 
“curriculum alignment,” 
which attempts to make sure 
students are learning what 
they will be tested on. 

Now, that focus has shift¬ 
ed to “instructional prac¬ 
tices,” an area that Godbey 
said boils down to a simple 
question: “How do we take 
information and present it to students so it is 
engaging and motivating?” 

Godbey and the recovery team members 
agree that no one area of improvement is ever 
“finished” — the school will always need to 
work on curriculum alignment and instruc¬ 
tional practices, even if the main focus is on 
improvement elsewhere. 

Hollen said it will be important for teachers 


and staff to remember that the ultimate goal 
isn’t removal of the PLA tag; it’s continuous 
improvement, no matter what. 

“At the end of the day, your biggest compe¬ 
tition should be yourself,” she said. “You 
should always be competing against yourself 
to make yourself better and better.” 

Godbey said besides offering guidance and 
resources for improving how the high school 
operates, the recovery team members have 
also proven to be valuable assets who are 
willing to “get down in the trench with us and 
help with students.” 

For example, team members helped out 
with individual advisement sessions for the 
school’s 1,100 students, Godbey said. 

“They’ve been a big support for me profes¬ 
sionally and a big support for our school,” he 
said. “They’ve been willing to do whatever 
we needed them to do to be successful. It’s 
been good having them.” 

Hollen and Riddell said they’re most proud 
of the changes they’ve witnessed at the 
school because they can tell everyone under¬ 
stands the importance of providing students 
with a good education. 

“Everyone is working so hard. It’s really a 
cohesive team and they really care about 
kids,” Riddell said. “I think you can really 
sense the community when you walk in."

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away, all of the authors are 
Kentuckians and most are from 
Lincoln, nearby counties or the 
central Kentucky region, Gearhart 
said. 

The library is partnering with 
three downtown Stanford business¬ 
es — the Bluebird Cafe, Kentucky 
Soaps and Such and Wilderness 
Road Guesthouses — for the event, 
said Jordan Smith, a spokeswoman 
for the businesses. 

“The idea is to have people come 
in and enjoy the book fair and 
enjoy Stanford,” Smith said. “We’d 
really like for people to make a nice 
morning (or) afternoon of the 
thing.” 

Smith said she was pleasantly 
surprised at the response the library 
got when it put out information 
about the festival and asked authors 
to attend. 

“I thought we got a really eager 
response from a lot of people, 
which was encouraging,” she said. 
“... I didn’t know we had this many 
authors in central Kentucky, but we 
do. And a lot of them are putting 
out good quality writing, good 
quality books.” 

Smith said the event could be a 
good one for new or potential 
authors to attend in order to get 
some thoughts and advice on get¬ 
ting published or dealing with pub¬ 
lishers from authors who have been 
there. 

“Anyone who would want to 
come in and pick (the authors’) 
brains about that process, I know 
all the authors that are coming 
would be more than happy to do 
that,” she said. 

The festival will feature a craft 
project for kids, as well as story 
times with authors of children’s 
books, Gearhart said. Five different 
children’s book authors will be 
reading for kids at 10 a.m., 10:30 
a.m., 11 a.m., 11:30 a.m. and 1 p.m. 

Gearhart and Smith said they’re 
hopeful that the festival will 
become an annual event. 

“I think this is a great way for us 
(the businesses) to partner with the 
them (the library),” Smith said. 
“Any way we can be a part of that 
and help them get people in here and 
get them interested in books and lit¬ 
erature and reading, we’re excited 
about that and happy to do it.”

STANFORD — Lincoln County 
school officials are optimistic 
about a recent educational audit of 
Lincoln County High School and 
the school district. 

The audit, which was conducted 
March 24-26, is an attempt to 
gauge how well the high school 
and district leadership are doing 
after the high school was classi¬ 
fied as “persistently low-achiev¬ 
ing” (PLA) in late 2011. 

The Kentucky Department of 
Education dispatched a seven- 
member team to audit the school 
district and a two-member team to 
audit the high school. 

The auditors are not determin¬ 
ing whether to remove the PLA 
tag — that determination cannot 
come until at least the end of the 
next school year. Instead, auditors 
are looking at evidence of 
progress and providing an outside 
assessment of how well things are 
going, explained Karen Hatter, 
Lincoln superintendent. 

High school Principal Tim 
Godbey said auditors reviewed a 
lot of data — including things 
such as school improvement 
plans, professional development 
meetings and lesson plans — 
online prior to the high school’s 
audit visit. 

“Our data has shown significant 
improvement, so we didn’t have to 
have the full-fledged audit,” 
Godbey said. 

Auditors who visited the high 
school focused on specific defi¬ 
ciencies cited in a 2012 audit of 
the school, along with one other 
KDE standard, known as 
“Standard 3: teaching and assess¬ 
ing for learning," Godbey said. 

The auditors observed every 
teacher and every classroom, and 
conducted interviews with 
Godbey, teachers, staff members, 
students and community mem¬ 
bers. 

“I think it went great. We felt 
very prepared,” Godbey said. 
“(The auditors) felt like they had 


everything they needed ... they 
were able to get what they needed 
to make accurate decisions.” 

Prior to the auditors’ visit, the 
high school had to rank itself from 
1-4 on the same deficiencies and 
standard that the auditors would 
be assessing, Godbey said. 

In the ranking scales used, 1 
represents no improvement or 
“significant deficiencies,” 2 repre¬ 
sents some improvement or some 
deficiencies, 3 represents “satis¬ 
factory” performance and 4 repre¬ 
sents “distinguished” or “exem¬ 
plary” performance, Godbey 
explained. 

On five of the six 2012 deficien¬ 
cies for the high school, including 
ones such as “the principal does 
not ensure that classroom instruc¬ 
tional practices meet the needs of 
all students,” the high school rated 
itself as a 3 out of 4. 

The high school rated itself as a 
2 on “Deficiency 4,” which states 
the principal and school council 
do not review school programs in 
order to make sure resources are 
used efficiently and effectively. 

“(We only rated that a 2) 
because there’s still some old 
ways of doing things here that 
we’ve not changed — we’ve not 
analyzed enough and made 
improvements,” Godbey said. 
“That’s because at the high-school 
level, there are so many programs 
... we do not have a real good way 


of analyzing all of them to deter¬ 
mine if they are effective.” 

On KDE Standard 3, the school 
rated itself a 2.67. 

“There were things where we 
felt like we had improved,” 
Godbey said. “But we were still a 
ways from being proficient on that 
standard.” 

The auditors’ report will lay out 
how the high school judged itself 
compared to how well auditors 
think the school is doing. And it 
will explain where the school can 
take action to improve, Godbey 
explained. 

Godbey said he hopes when the 
auditors’ report comes back — 
possibly by the middle or end of 
April — that the school can use 
the information in it as a “spring¬ 
board” to take “new initiatives” in 
the next school year. 

“We’ve been engrossed in this 
work for two years. Sometimes 
you can have blind spots,” 
Godbey said of the school’s 
efforts to bounce back from the 
PLA status. “I’m optimistic. I’m 
very optimistic about the findings, 
but I’ll know something definite 
in three weeks.” 

District rates itself 
less than satisfactory 

At the district level, auditors 
looked at five KDE standards, 
instead of just the one focused on 


at the high school. 

For its self-assessment, the dis¬ 
trict rated itself between 2 and 3 
on all five standards. 

The district rated itself lowest 
— 2.17 — on Standard 2, “gover¬ 
nance and leadership.” It rated 
itself highest — 2.6 — on 
Standard 5, “using results for 
continuous improvement.” 

Hatter said the district didn’t 
give itself a “satisfactory” 3 rat¬ 
ing in any category because crite¬ 
ria for that rating use “all-inclu¬ 
sive” words such as “every 
employee” or “fully implement¬ 
ed” — levels of completion that 
officials didn’t feel they had yet 
achieved. 

But Hatter noted the self- 
assessment was done in advance 
of the audit and district officials 
continued to work at improve¬ 
ment between the self-assessment 
and the auditors’ visit. 

“Even since then, we’ve 
addressed areas and probably 
would rate ourselves higher,” she 
said. 

District auditors attended a 
two-hour presentation on district 
information given by Hatter, 
observed high-school classrooms 
along with the high-school audi¬ 
tors, and interviewed a large 
number of people, including 
every board-of-education mem¬ 
ber, Hatter said. 

The auditors’ goal was to get 
solid evidence of what has or has 
not been done, Hatter explained. 
To do that, they would “triangu¬ 
late” information by asking mul¬ 
tiple people about the same thing, 
she said. 

“Evidence is a big thing,” 
Hatter said. “I can say I’m doing 
this or that thing, but they want to 
see the evidence.” 

Hatter said the district’s audit 
report is expected to be released 
in late April or early May, at 
which point “we will pick that 
report apart.” 

“We will find every statement 
in there that says something that’s 
an opportunity for improvement,” 
she said.

A time to remember

It was a beatific moment 
for me. Oblivious to those 
around me on that beautiful 
Sunday morning on Nov. 
15, 1970, I stood at the 
summit of the Mount of 
Olives at the point where 
the old road from Bethany 
to Jerusalem crosses the 
Mount of Olives. Looking 
westward across the 
Kidron Valley, I saw the 
old city of Jerusalem and 
the Dome of the Rock 
which stands where the 
temple once stood. 

In the reverie of that 
moment, I imagined a 
scene from long ago. Jesus, 
riding a donkey, a symbol 
of one coming in peace, 
was making his way from 
Bethany and over the hill to 
Jerusalem. Near the sum¬ 
mit of the Mount of Olives, 
a large crowd of enthusias¬ 
tic people greeted him. 
Some members of the 
crowd spread their cloaks 
on the road before him 
while others took palm 
fronds from nearby trees 
and spread them on the 
road. Everyone shouted, 
“Hosanna to the Son of 


David. Blessed is he who 
comes in the name of the 
Lord.” After descending 
the hill on the west side of 
the Mount of Olives, Jesus 
crossed the Kidron Valley 
and entered Jerusalem. 

It was a grand and glori¬ 
ous way to enter Jerusalem. 
Historians have called that 
event the triumphal entry, 
and it is remembered as a 
triumphant occasion on the 
day that has come to be 
known as Palm Sunday; 
but that is not the end. 
Before the week was over 
attitudes and loyalties of 
the people had changed 
demonstrably. One of his 
disciples denied him, 
another disciple betrayed 
him, and the mob shouted, 
“Nail him to the cross!” 
Pilate yielded to their wish¬ 
es and “had Jesus whipped 
and handed him over to be 
nailed to the cross.” 

Palm Sunday is more 
than a time to joyously cel¬ 
ebrate a triumphant event. 
It is a time to somberly 
remember that the human 
mind can be fickle, and for 
little reason, loyalties can 
change in a moment.

Letter carriers walk 
through the community 
every day, often coming 
face to face with a sad 
reality for too many, 
hunger. 

So, each year on the 
second Saturday in May, 
letter carriers across the 
country collect non-per¬ 
ishable food donations 
from our customers. 
These donations go 
directly to local food 
pantries to provide food 
to people in Stanford 
who need our help. 

Last year, we collected 
over 74 million pounds 
of food nationally, feed¬ 
ing an estimated 30 mil¬ 
lion people. Over the 


course of its 21-year 
history, the drive has 
collected well over one 
billion pounds of food, 
thanks to a postal serv¬ 
ice universal delivery 
network that spans the 
entire nation, including 
Puerto Rico, Guam and 
U.S. Virgin Islands. 

The need for food 
donations is great. 
Currently, 49 million 
Americans - one in six - 
are unsure where their 
next meal is coming 
from. Sixteen million 
are children who feel 
hunger’s impact on their 
overall health and abili¬ 
ty to perform in school.

Ky needs standards for nursing homes 

Let me bring to light an issue affecting all of 
Kentucky. Are you aware that Kentucky does not have 
minimum direct care staffing standards for nursing 
homes? That’s right! Perhaps your assumption and 
hope is that our sickest, most vulnerable citizens are 
being watched over in your community nursing homes 
with care, but is it enough care? In Kentucky, approxi¬ 
mately 26,000 residents occupy beds in long-term care 
facilities and ah that’s expected is that facilities provide 
“sufficient staff to meet the needs of the resident”. 
Kentucky’s nursing home staffing standard required for 
licensed staff (RN, LPN/LVN) is a ratio of 1 for every 
60 occupied beds, and there are no minimum require¬ 
ments for direct care staff, such as certified nurse’s assis¬ 
tants. 

The 2011 study titled, The Influence of Nurse Staffing 
Levels on Quality of Care in Nursing Homes, published 
by the National Consumer found a link between staffing 
and nursing home quality. Specifically, the study con¬ 
firmed that higher nurse aide staffing levels were predic¬ 
tors of lower total deficiency scores for facilities. 
Increasing staffing benefits both the nursing home and 
the residents. In my experience, minimum staff ratios, 
along with supervision and staff education, impacts the 
care that residents receive and their quality of life in the 
nursing home. A nursing home should feel like your 
home rather than a health care assembly line. 

This legislative session House Bill 549 was intro¬ 
duced. HB 549 seeks to establish minimum staff-to-resi- 
dent ratios in long-term care facilities. Residents sick 
and dependent upon others for daily care deserve at least 
minimum staffing standards. HB 549 is a step in the 
right direction for improving the quality of care for 
Kentucky’s long-term care residents.

Women still behind on their paychecks 

Tuesday, April 8, was observed as Equal Pay Day 
across the nation. That was the point when women’s 
wages finally caught up to men’s wages from last year. 

The latest wage numbers from the US Department of 
Labor (2012) show that the gender wage gap has 
remained statistically unchanged in this century. Women’s 
earnings were 76.5 percent of men’s, and have been 
hanging around the 77% mark since 2000. When the 
Equal Pay Act was enacted in 1963, women were making 
59 cent for every dollar a man earned. Improvement in 
narrowing that gap has steadily improved until this centu¬ 
ry, but has been stagnant for over 10 years. 

What does this mean for women? It means that regard¬ 
less of education, race, age, occupation, or work experi¬ 
ence, women are being cheated. For women of color, the 
statistics are even more grim; for African-American 
women the percentage is 68.6, for Latina women it is 
57.5. 

These pennies add up into thousands of dollars over the 
course of a career. And it doesn’t stop there; because 
women make less, their retirement funds also are short¬ 
changed. This inequity affects families - women are now 
the breadwinner or co-breadwinner in two-thirds of ah 
American families. 

If you see women wearing a red purse sticker or carry¬ 
ing a red purse, they are drawing attention to this 
inequity.

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Budget focuses on education; 
other bills hone in on health 


FRANKFORT (April 3) — 
The General Assembly this 
week approved the state’s 
budget - a 250-page docu¬ 
ment that spells out how 
$20.3 billion will be spent 
over the next two years. 
Getting an agreed-upon, 
finalized version back to the 
Governor’s desk is a monu¬ 
mental task. We have to pair 
needs with resources; appro¬ 
priations with priorities. We 
also must have debt balanced 
by revenue. 

Of great importance to me 
is the final budget’s support 
of Kentucky’s education 
efforts from preschool to col¬ 
lege. The plan will expand 
the state’s preschool program 
in 2016, increase K-12 per- 
pupil (SEEK) funding, add 
nearly $10 million for educa¬ 
tion technology and authorize 
many important capital proj¬ 
ects on our college campuses. 

While some state agencies 
and programs will face cuts 
up to 5 percent in the next 
biennium, critical areas like 
Medicaid are protected from 
reductions. Funding of child 
care subsidies for low-income 
families will be restored for 
household incomes of up to 
125 percent of the federal 
poverty level in 2015 and 
expanded to families earning 
incomes of up to 160 percent 
of the poverty level in 2016. 

In addition, the budget pro¬ 
vides for a salary increase for 
local school district certified

and classified staff. The 
increase will be not less than 
one percent in FY15 and not 
less than two percent in 
FY16. 

There is never enough 
money to fund all of the wor¬ 
thy projects and programs in 
the state, but the final prod¬ 
uct, most lawmakers agree, is 
a prudent and responsible 
way to move our state for¬ 
ward. 

Many of the other bills sent 
to the Governor are aimed at 
improving the health and 
safety of Kentuckians young 
and old. 

Senate Bill 98 will create 
an adult abuse registry and 
require agencies that employ 
adult caregivers to check the 
registry database before hir¬ 
ing a personal care staff 
member. The registry would 
be maintained by the Cabinet 
for Health and Family 
Services and would also be 
available for individuals or 
families seeking to hire a 
caregiver. Currently, nursing 
homes, adult care agencies 
and families have no way of 
knowing if a potential 
employee has been fired for 
confirmed abuse or neglect. 
An adult abuse registry will 
help employers hire respon¬ 
sible caregivers and, more 



importantly, will better pro¬ 
tect our vulnerable citizens 
from harm. 

Senate Bill 109 will pro¬ 
hibit the sale of “electronic 
cigarettes” to minors. These 
e-cigarettes are sometimes 
marketed and sold as a safer 
alternative to traditional cig¬ 
arettes because they are 
smokeless. But, they still 
emit a vaporized form of 
nicotine to users that many 
people feel is still addictive 
and unsafe for youth. We 
want to do all we can to pro¬ 
tect our children from drugs, 
including nicotine, and this 
measure will help do that. 

Senate Bill 124 will allow 
research and limited medical 
use of cannabis oil. Under 
the measure, doctors at the 
state’s two university 
research hospitals can pre¬ 
scribe the oil to patients, as 
well as conduct studies of its 
effectiveness. The oil has 
been used as an effective 
treatment for certain medical 
conditions, especially pedi¬ 
atric epilepsy. The measure 
has been named the Clara 
Madeline Gilliam Act in 
honor of a Kentucky baby 
who suffers from pediatric 
epilepsy. Hers and many 
other parents of children 
with epilepsy lobbied for the 
measure. We hope this pro¬ 
vides relief to these families. 

The General Assembly is 
now recessed for a ten-day 
veto period. While consen¬ 


sus hasn’t been reached on 
important bills like anti¬ 
heroin abuse and the state’s 
Road Plan, we are still work¬ 
ing hard, in informal discus¬ 
sions during recess, toward 
final agreement on these and 
many other measures. 

There’s still time for bills to 
receive final passage. 

We return to Frankfort on 
April 14 to complete the 
final two working days of 
the legislative session. We’ll 
consider any vetoes the 
Governor might enact on any 
of the various bills we’ve 
passed so far, as well as put 
a final stamp of approval on 
any of those last-minute bills 
still being considered.

House and senate pass 2-year budget prior to veto period 


FRANKFORT (April 3) - 
Lawmakers in both the 
House and Senate finished 
up the majority of work for 
the 2014 Regular Session, 
capping off Monday night’s 
session with passage of a 
new two-year budget for the 
Commonwealth. 

The agreement was the 
culmination of five days of 
negotiations between leader¬ 
ship in the House and Senate, 
including an all day session 
of meetings on Saturday that 
stretched into the early morn¬ 
ing hours on Sunday when 
the announcement of a com¬ 
promise on the budget bill 
had been reached.

The $20 billion budget for 
the next two fiscal years 
includes pay raises for teach¬ 
ers of one percent in Fiscal 
Year 2015, and two percent 
in 2016. Originally the 
budget bill mandated a two 
percent raise in the first year, 
and one percent in the sec¬ 
ond. That prompted many 
school districts to contact us 
with concerns about having 
the funds necessary to cover 
raises without putting them¬ 
selves in a financial hole. 



According to our review, 
more than 80 school districts 
would have been put in the 
red under the original pro¬ 
posal. 

We made the change to 
allow school systems to put a 
financial plan in place now in 
anticipation of the two per¬ 
cent raise in 2016. While I 
fully support providing salary 
increases to our deserving 
educators, it must be done in 
a way that is fiscally respon¬ 
sible. 

The budget proposal also 
directs that excess funds 
from Kentucky’s SEEK for¬ 
mula go toward additional 
expenses accrued by teachers 


in their health insurance 
plans, and any money left 
over would go into the 
Kentucky Teachers’ 
Retirement System. In addi¬ 
tion, we reduced the amount 
of fund cuts to public univer¬ 
sities to 1.5 percent, and also 
provide for pay raises for 
state employees for the first 
time since 2008. 

While we know this is not 
a perfect budget, the compro¬ 
mise plan we passed attempts 
to make our Commonwealth 
more fiscally responsible 
without placing mountains of 
debt on our future genera¬ 
tions. We also need to face 
reality and tackle issues like 


comprehensive tax reform 
and other initiatives to bring 
more jobs and grow our 
economy in 2015. 

The next two weeks are 
referred to as the veto period, 
when Governor Beshear 
reviews passed bills like the 
budget and decides whether 
to veto part or all of the leg¬ 
islation. During that time, 
lawmakers will continue 
work on a compromise on 
Kentucky’s road plan, which 
I anticipate we will take up 
along with any of the gover¬ 
nor’s vetoes when we return 
to Frankfort on April 14th for 
the final two days of the ses¬ 
sion.

Since 2008, money from the foun¬ 
dation have been used for such 
things as funeral expenses, rent, 
medical expenses and other bills. 

But now the foundation, also 
referred to as “Families Helping 
Families,” is in need of funds. 

To help alleviate that need, a 
Families Helping Families 
Fundraiser is being held Saturday at 
the Broughtontown Community 
Center on Ky. 1781. Event coordina¬ 
tors are hoping for a big turnout 
from the local communities. 

“We’re expecting a big crowd,” 
said Joe French, who is helping 
coordinate the event with Loren 
Simpson. “We’ve had quite a few 
fundraisers before and raised quite a 
bit of money for people who are 
sick.” 

All the money raised will go to the 
foundation to help families dealing 
with cancer. 

“This is a special fund; it won’t 
have nothing to do with the 
Community Center,” French said. 
“It’s just to help people with cancer. 
It’s a special bank account. When 
somebody calls who needs help, we 
want to help, but we make sure its 
legit before money is given out.” 

The event begins at 4 p.m. and 
will include a meal, live music and 
an auction. A pulled pork barbecue 
meal will be served at 4 p.m. The 
cost is $6 for adults and $4 for chil¬ 
dren. Two gospel groups will be 
singing and a Bluegrass band will be 
performing. 

The night’s auction should begin 
between 5:30 and 6 p.m. 

If the center’s past record in hold¬ 
ing fundraisers is any indication, 
Saturday’s event should bring in 
some big money. 

“Out of the last two and a half 
years, we’ve probably had five or six 
of these fundraisers — not this big 
because we haven’t reached out like 
we have with this one — but we’ve 


raised over $50,000,” Loren 
Simpson said. 

The last two fundraisers held by 
the center each raised about $13,000. 

Simpson is hoping for more dona¬ 
tions Saturday. 

“These people do come out and 
support this,” he said. “I’d like to see 
a little bit more this time. I’ll be sat¬ 
isfied with whatever we get, but I’d 
like to see $15,000 if we can get it.” 

“That’s a whole lot of money that 
can be used to give away to families 
who need help,” French said. 

But to see that kind of money 
raised Saturday, more donations are 
needed. 

The center invited local politi¬ 
cians to attend and asked Lincoln 
County’s churches, funeral homes, 
businesses and banking institutions 
to help, but organizers said they 
have not gotten the response they 
had hoped for. 

“Right now we’re getting more 
help (from) out of the county than in 
the county,” Simpson said. “We’ve 
invited all the local politicians and 


asked them to bring a prize that we 
can auction off. We’ve contacted all 
the churches and asked them for 
help. We’ve asked all the banks in 
the county and funeral homes. 

“Casey County Bank that’s going 
in up here is the only bank in the 
county that has contacted us. None 
of the funeral homes have contacted 
us either. They may, because it’s not 
until Saturday but they haven’t so 
far.” 

Simpson wants to remind people 
that the Eddy Hopkins Foundation is 
a good cause to stand behind. 

“What kind of gripes me a little 
bit, when you ask people, like the 
banks, they say, ‘Well, we’ve got to 
give to the Relay for Life.’ That is a 
good cause, but this here is just as 
important,” he said. “This is a big 
ministry here. The way we look at it, 
this here is just as important because 
we’re helping the local people that 
need help. We’re trying to help our 
own. The other helps, but that 
money goes for research.” 

French likes that the money raised 


for the Eddy Hopkins Foundation 
helps Lincoln County residents, not¬ 
ing that dealing with cancer is a 
costly process, and that many peo¬ 
ple aren’t prepared or able to deal 
with the financial burden. 

“A lot of people really don’t real¬ 
ize the need. They don’t wake up 
until they need help themselves. 
And this (money) goes to help 
them,” he said. “We try to help how 
we can. Even if it’s just needing gas 
to go to Lexington, we help with 
that if we can. It takes a lot of gas 
anymore to go to those doctors’ vis¬ 
its.” 

While Saturday’s fundraiser is 
still two days away, Simpson said 
plans are already in order for future 
fundraisers. 

“We voted and we’re going to 
start making this an annual thing 
because we want to try to make 
things easier for people,” he said.

Hustonville 
cashes CD 
for water 
tank upgrade 

HUSTONVILLE 
Hustonville City Council 
members voted 5-0 April 1 to 
cash in a $150,000 savings 
account in order to pay for 
the repainting and upgrading 
of the Hustonville water 
tower. 

The water-tower project 
will cost $89,000, based on a 
bid from contractor R&P that 
council members approved 
in March. Mayor David 
Peyton has said the remain¬ 
ing funds from the $150,000 
certificate of deposit account 
can be used as a buffer for 
city expenses during another 
water project that’s in the 
works — a $421,000 water- 
system upgrade intended to 
replace old water lines that 
are too small and improve 
pressure to fire hydrants. 

For the water-tower proj¬ 
ect, R&P has been charged 
with resurfacing the tank and 
installing a mixing system 
that improves water quality. 

The tank was last resur¬ 
faced in 1991. Peyton has 
said he expects the new 
resurfacing to last for 25-30 
years. 


Fair board 
pursues 
paving grant 

STANFORD — A $75,000 
grant could allow the Lincoln 
County Fair to pave a walk¬ 
way around the midway prior 
to this year’s fair, if everything 
goes as planned. 

The Lincoln County Fiscal 
Court has agreed to act as a 
conduit for the grant from the 
Kentucky Association of Fairs 
and Horse Shows, which gets 
the funding through the 
Kentucky Department of 
Agriculture. 

Lincoln County Magistrate 
David Faulkner said there has 
been some misunderstanding 
about the grant, with some 
people hearing that the county 
is paying for the paving out of 
its own general fund. 

But the county isn’t spend¬ 
ing any of its money on the 
project — the money will be 
flowing into the county from 
the grant and then back out for 
the paving, he explained. 

Magistrates have approved 
a budget amendment reflect¬ 
ing just that — $75,000 in 
added revenue from the grant 
and $75,000 in added expense 
for the project. 

Fair board member Mike 
Poynter said the grant is still in 
the works and no money has 
been received yet for the proj¬ 
ect. But if the funding comes 
through in time, the board 
hopes it could have the paving 
done by June 1, he said.

believes $30,000 is “where we ought to be.” 

“I feel like if we lower the salary, we’re 
going backwards and not going forward,” he 
said. “... $30,000 isn’t a great deal of money 
for any type of profession. I feel like it’s a 
fair salary. If this council wanted to go less I 
would entertain $26,000.” 

Councilman Eddie Carter, who has filed to 
run for the mayor’s seat in this year’s elec¬ 
tion, said he believes the city is facing “a lot 
of expense” and cutting the mayor’s salary 
would be one way to provide extra money. 

“I just don’t want to see us have to get into 
raising taxes,” Carter said. 

Carter voted for an ordinance in February 
and March that would have lowered the 
salary to $18,000. When Miracle blocked 
that ordinance with a veto, Carter came back 
to the council with what he called a compro¬ 
mise ordinance, that would set the salary at 
$ 21 , 000 . 

That second ordinance has not had a sec¬ 
ond reading, but Miracle has said he intends 
to veto it if it does. 

The mayor’s veto can only be overridden 
by five votes from the city council, meaning 
Southerland or Ernst would have to change 
from no to yes before the council could force 


the ordinance through. 

Carter said he wants to “try one more time 
for a compromise,” suggesting a third ordi¬ 
nance could be brought before the council. 

Any ordinance setting the mayor’s salary 
for the 2015-2018 term would have to be on 
the books by the first Monday in May in 
order to have an effect. Otherwise, accord¬ 
ing to state law, the salary would revert to 
the $30,000 it was set at for the 2011-2014 
term. 

Councilman Tom Moser, who pushed 
early in the year to set the salary at $15,000 
and strip all health insurance benefits from 
the position, said he believes the mayoral 
position is a “part-time job” that doesn’t 
have enough duties to warrant a $30,000 
salary. 

Miracle and previous mayors, including 
Carter, have worked other jobs while also 
serving as mayor, Moser said. 

Moser noted that “there’s been a lot more 
discussion on lowering” the salary than 
there ever was discussion back when the 
council, including Carter, voted to increase 
the salary to $30,000. 

Carter acknowledged he believes he made 
a mistake when he voted to increase the 
salary to its current level. 

Miracle said while he initially was willing 
to see the mayoral salary adjusted down¬ 


ward, after doing research on how Stanford 
compares to other cities, he doesn’t think the 
city is paying too much. 

Miracle criticized the methods used by 
Carter, Moser and Councilwoman Amy 
Hazlett — who was absent from the meeting 
— to determine what they thought the salary 
should be. 

Miracle said the council members 
obtained a list of cities and their mayoral 
salaries without considering the type of gov¬ 
ernment in each city or other factors such as 
whether the cities have paid administrators 
or city managers. 

Stanford does not currently have any such 
administrator or manager. 

“I think the different type of government 
ought to affect the salary,” Miracle said. 
“When you have a paid administrator who is 
running the day-to-day operation of the city, 
that should affect the salary.” 

Miracle said his main concern is that the 
council could negatively impact the quality 
of future candidates for the position if they 
set a low bar for the mayoral salary. 

While there are candidates this time 
around — Carter and former Judge- 
Executive R.W. “Buckwheat” Gilbert have 
filed to run for the position so far — who are 
willing to work for less money, Miracle 
questioned whether that would be the case 


down the road. 

When Carter pointed out the salary could 
be re-upped for a future term, Miracle said it 
would be difficult to get a council to support 
such an increase. 

Miracle said he feels as though there is not 
much transparency coming from the council 
members proposing the salary cuts, because 
he never hears about any proposed ordi¬ 
nances until they come before the council for 
a vote. 

“There’s a lot of talking outside the meet¬ 
ings like this that’s going on and the mayor’s 
not even a part of this,” he said. 

Miracle said he thinks the council mem¬ 
bers proposing a cut need to talk with those 
on the other side as well if they want to reach 
a true compromise. 

Miracle also said he would “go on record” 
and promise that if the salary is left at 
$30,000 and he is reelected as mayor, he will 
donate $7,500 of the salary back to city, 
appropriated for the Arts and Music 
Program. 

Carter responded that the city cannot begin 
passing legislation based on such promises. 
The salary, he said, “needs to be where it 
needs to be,” regardless of what promises are 
made by candidates. 

The council moved on to other issues with¬ 
out taking any action.

STANFORD — Saturday 
morning while many 
Stanford residents were still 
nestled all snug in their 
beds, dozens of runners and 
walkers were roaming the 
downtown streets preparing 
for an early run/walk. 

A total of 118 runners and 
walkers crowded Stanford’s 
Main Street as they gathered 
for the 9 a.m. starter’s horn 
on the annual American 
Cancer Society Relay for 
Life Race for a Cure.

Don't get caught on the sidelines of 
your favorite sport

Are you one of those peo¬ 
ple who is not content to just 
cheer for your favorite sports 
team and you want to see if 
you can run faster or jump 
higher, too? While profession¬ 
al and college athletes make 
their skills look easy on televi¬ 
sion, you weekend warriors 
out there shouldn’t assume 
that you can achieve the same 
level of coordination and 
strength. 

Two kinds of injuries that 
are common among weekend 
warriors are sprains and 
strains. A sprain affects joints 
and occurs when a ligament 
tissue is stretched or tom at the 
joint. A strain occurs when a 
muscle tendon is stretched or 
tom. 

Symptoms of a sprain 
include pain, swelling, tender¬ 
ness and bmising while symp¬ 
toms of a strain include sharp 
pain following by stiffness, 


tenderness and, in some cases, 
swelling. 

If you do experience a 
sports injury, make sure you 
give it the attention it 
deserves. Not all injuries 
require a visit to the emer¬ 
gency room, but if you don’t 
have your injury treated prop¬ 
erly and allow it to heal fully, 
you may experience more 
damage and pain from even 
the slightest exertion. The 
general first-aid treatment for 
sprains and strains is the RICE 
regimen:

Kentucky Afield Outdoors - White bass runs are finally here 


FRANKFORT, Ky. - It is 
now early April. If you asked 
most Kentuckians what it feels 
like weather wise, they would 
say it is the first of March. 

The warm winds finally 
began to blow from the South 
earlier this week and brought 
the white bass upstream with 
them. 

The spawning mns are final¬ 
ly here. 

Water temperatures breaking 
the 50 degree mark combined 
with rainfall signal to white 
bass that it is time to move 
upstream to reproduce. They 
need a gently rising river along 
with sun-warmed water to 
begin migrating from the main 
lake into the headwaters of 
reservoirs such as Nolin River 
Lake, Taylorsville Lake, Cave 
Run Lake, Herrington Lake 
and Lake Barkley. 

Nolin River Lake has 
arguably the best white bass 
population of any Kentucky 
reservoir. The really good fish¬ 
ing occurs from Lick Run all 
the way upstream to Wheeler’s 
Mill. Bank anglers have good 
access to both sides of Nolin 
River at the Nolin River 
Voluntary Public Access (VPA) 


Area via KY 728 and 
Kesselring Road. Bank anglers 
also fish at Bacon Creek Boat 
Ramp and at Broad Ford. 

Boaters should not venture 
upstream of Bacon Creek Boat 
Ramp as Nolin River Lake 
reverts back to the pool and rif¬ 
fle habitat of the pre-impound¬ 
ment river at this point, risking 
the health of any boat motor’s 
lower unit. 

Local anglers are catching 
white bass around the KY 248 
Bridge in the headwaters of 
Taylorsville Lake in Anderson 
County. White bass mn as far 
up the Salt River as Glensboro 
in spring. 

The headwaters of 
Herrington Lake will be churn¬ 
ing with white bass with the 
warming weather. This historic 
mn spawned lure inventions 
and a regional reputation for 
incredible fishing. The leg¬ 
endary white bass fisheiy in 
Herrington went through a fal¬ 
low period in the 1990s and 
early 2000s, but is now produc¬ 
ing good numbers of white bass 
from 12 to 14 inches long. 

The good fishing starts near 
Biyant’s Camp Boat Ramp and 
upstream into Rankin Bottoms, 


near the KY 52 Bridge between 
Lancaster and Danville. Bank 
anglers may access Rankin 
Bottoms at the Dix River VPA 
site at the end of Rankin Road 
off KY 52 near the bridge. This 
site grants over a mile of bank 
fishing for white bass. 

With water temperatures just 
reaching the low 50s, white 
bass are moving into the upper 
reaches of Lake Barkley. They 
are also hitting in the 
Cumberland River just below 
Lake Barkley. 

When the flows modulate 
slightly after the recent rains, 
the white bass will be active 
below locks and dams on the 
Green and Kentucky rivers. 

White bass fishing inspires 
such ardor in anglers because 
these fish strike practically any¬ 
thing that comes near them dur¬ 
ing their spawning mns. No 
other fishing compares to it 
when white bass are really on 
and biting. Bank anglers can 
enjoy fishing just as good as 
those fishing from boats. 

The white bass are here, sig¬ 
naling this dreadful winter is 
finally gone for good. Get out 
in the next couple of weeks for 
the most exciting fishing found. 
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Turkey time

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FARM FACTS

Rotational grazing - better 
production and lower costs 


Improved grazing man¬ 
agement systems are excel¬ 
lent ways for farmers to 
increase their livestock 
incomes. The cheapest 
feed on any livestock farm 
is the feed that the animals 
harvest for themselves. A 
conservative estimate is 
that the nutrients harvested 
by grazing cost about half 
as much or less as those 
harvested and fed as stored 
hay. In the last 10 years, 
the availability and variety 
of fencing materials and 
watering equipment has 
improved which makes the 
development of improved 
grazing systems possible 
for many farmers. 
Rotational grazing and 
even intensive grazing are 
now very easy and as 
always very profitable. To 
clarify when I’m talking 
rotational grazing that is 
where we leave cattle on a 
field for seven to 10 days 
and then rotate to a new 
field. Intensive grazing is 
where you rotate every one 
to three days. I believe 
everyone should at least do 
the rotational grazing. 

However, before a farmer 
makes an investment in a 
grazing system, it is 
important to know why 
improved grazing systems 
will increase revenue. 
First, grazing has an 
impact on utilization. With 
continuous grazing, about 
50 percent or less utiliza¬ 
tion can be achieved. This 
means the animals eat 
about half of what is there 
and waste the other half of 
the pasture. With better 
grazing systems that num¬ 
ber can move up over 80 
percent pretty easily. 


Secondly, improved graz¬ 
ing systems will affect the 
quality of pastures. There 
is a better chance of using 
the forage when it is at or 
near its peak nutritive 
value with improved graz¬ 
ing systems. That means 
more pounds of beef, 
goats, or sheep produced 
and more pounds of milk 
per cow produced. 
Rotational grazing 

improves pasture quality 
and that results in better 
performance by the live¬ 
stock which means more 
income for you. 

Another point is fertility. 
Grazing animals will 
return most of the phos¬ 
phorus and potassium in 
the forage back to pasture. 
However, unless the distri¬ 
bution is uniform, some 
redistribution of nutrients 
has to occur. That’s why 
for any pasture system we 
recommend using a drag 
to spread the manure piles. 
Soil testing should be 
done to determine phos¬ 
phorous and potassium 
levels of pastures in the 
grazing systems. The 
implementation of a good 
rotational system will usu¬ 
ally reduce the amount of 
fertilizer needed compared 
to making hay as the cattle 
are returning a lot of fertil¬ 
izer back to the field 
through the manure. A 
good rotational grazing 
system will generally cut 
down your fertilizer bill 
which means more income 
for you. 

And last is the better for¬ 
age species factor. There is 
a better environment for 
highly productive, man¬ 
agement-responsive 


species such as alfalfa in 
these grazing systems. 
That of course leads to 
more production per acre 
and even cheaper feed 
costs. 

So consider improving 
your grazing management 
now as this is the best way 
to cut feed costs and 
increase production. A lit¬ 
tle time putting up some 
electric fence can really 
give you a lot more feed 
for your cattle. Any extra 
pasture can be cut for hay 
and everybody needs more 
hay or can sell some hay 
for more income. 

Rotational grazing does¬ 
n’t take a lot of money and 
labor to do. We are talking 
about using electric fence 
to divide pastures. We are 
suggesting splitting your 
fields to where you have a 
total of five pastures to 
rotate through; with five 
pastures you usually only 
have to move the cattle 
once a week. This is easy 
for you and gives the pas¬ 
tures enough rest to allow 
them to really produce top 
yields of quality feed. 

Take at look at your pas¬ 
tures and study ways to 
rotationally graze your 
fields. If you need for me 
to look at your pastures 
with you and give you 
ideas on how to split and 
rotate fields, then give me 
a call. I’ll be glad to make 
an appointment with you 
to visit your farm and give 
you a rotational grazing 
layout and ideas.

Specialty crop producers urged 
to seek federal funding 


Agriculture Commissioner 
James Comer encourages eli¬ 
gible Kentucky entities to 
apply for funding from the 
Specialty Crop Block Grant 
Program.

Eligible commodity 
groups, agriculture organiza¬ 
tions, colleges and universi¬ 
ties, producers, municipali¬ 
ties, state agencies, and non¬ 
profit organizations may 
apply for funding under the 
Specialty Crop Block Grant 
Program. Projects “must aim 
to enhance the production and 
competitiveness of Kentucky 
specialty crops,” according to 
the grant application. 
Applicants must live in 
Kentucky or have their busi¬ 
ness or educational affiliation 
in the Commonwealth. 

A selection committee will 


review the applications and 
select the projects that have 
the greatest impact on 
Kentucky’s specialty crop 
industry. Successful appli¬ 
cants may be awarded up to 
$50,000. Matching funds are 
encouraged but not required. 

Applications must be sub¬ 
mitted by close of business 
June 2. Applications sent by 
mail must be postmarked no 
later than May 31. Grant 
awards will be announced this 


fall.

USDA sets date for soybean 
Request for Referendum 


The U.S. Department of 
Agriculture announced that 
it will offer soybean pro¬ 
ducers the opportunity to 
request a referendum on the 
Soybean Promotion and 
Research Order (Order), as 
authorized under the 
Soybean Promotion, 

Research, and Consumer 
Information Act (Act). 

The Act requires the 
Secretary of Agriculture to 
conduct a Request for 
Referendum every five 
years after the initial refer¬ 
endum, which was conduct¬ 
ed in 1994. The last 
Request for Referendum 
was conducted in 2009. 
Soybean producers who are 
interested in having a refer¬ 
endum to determine 
whether to continue the 
Soybean Checkoff Program 
are invited to participate. 

The Request for 
Referendum will be con¬ 
ducted at USDA’s county 
Farm Service Agency 
(FSA) offices. To be eligi¬ 
ble to participate, producers 
must certify and provide 
documentation that shows 
that they produced soy¬ 
beans and paid an assess¬ 
ment on the soybeans dur¬ 
ing the period of Jan. 1, 

2012, through Dec. 31, 

2013, 

Beginning May 5 and 
continuing through May 30, 

2014, producers may obtain

Individual producers and 
other producer entities may 
request a referendum at the 
county FSA office where 
their administrative farm 
records are maintained. For 
the producer not participat¬ 
ing in FSA programs, the 
opportunity to request a ref¬ 
erendum will be provided at 
the county FSA office 
where the producer owns or 
rents land. Completed 
forms and supporting docu¬ 
mentation must be returned 
to the appropriate county 
FSA office by fax or in per¬ 
son no later than close of 
business May 30, 2014; or 
if returned by mail, must be 
postmarked by midnight 
May 30, 2014, and received 
in the county FSA office by

The Soybean Checkoff 
Program is administered by 
a 70-member producer 
board and is designed to 
expand uses of soybeans 
and soybean products in 
domestic and foreign mar¬ 
kets. The national Soybean 
Checkoff Program is 
financed by a mandatory 
assessment of one-half of 
one percent of the net mar¬ 
ket price.

Compare award letters 
to find best college 


By now, most high school 
seniors should have complet¬ 
ed the college application 
process and will begin 
receiving financial aid award 
letters. Seniors and their par¬ 
ents should compare those 
letters to find the one that 
offers the best financial aid 
package, the Kentucky 
Higher Education Assistance 
Authority (KHEAA) advis¬ 
es. 

The letter will usually 
show the total cost of atten¬ 
dance — what it costs to go 
to that school for one school 
year, including tuition, fees, 
room, meals, books, sup¬ 
plies, transportation and per¬ 
sonal expenses. 

It may also show how 
much the student’s family is 
expected to pay toward those 
costs, the expected family 
contribution (EFC). The 
EFC is subtracted from the 
total cost of attendance to get 
a student’s financial need. 
The letter will then list vari¬ 
ous sources of financial aid 
offered to pay for the costs 
not covered by the EFC. 
Students can accept or reject 
any or all of those proposed 
sources. 

One consideration is how 
much of the aid being

Report on the Financial Statements 

I have audited the accompanying financial statements of the governmental ac¬ 
tivities, the business-type activities, and each major fund of the City of Hus¬ 
tonville, Kentucky as of and for the year ended June 30, 2013, and the related 
notes to the financial statements, which collectively comprise the City’s basic 
financial statements as listed in the table of contents.

whether due to fraud or error. 

Auditor’s Responsibility 

My responsibility is to express opinions on these financial statements based 
on my audit. I conducted my audit in accordance with auditing standards gen¬ 
erally accepted in the United States of America and the standards applicable 
to financial audits contained in Government Auditing Standards, issued by the 
Comptroller General of the United States. Those standards required that I plan 
and perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the finan¬ 
cial statements are free of material misstatement.

Other Reporting Required by Government Auditing Standards 
In accordance with Government Auditing Standards, I have also issued my re¬ 
port dated January 31, 2014, on my consideration of the City of Hustonville, 
Kentucky’s internal control over financial reporting and on my tests of its com¬ 
pliance with certain provisions of laws, regulations, contracts and grants agree¬ 
ments and other matters. The purpose of that report is to describe the scope 
of my testing of internal control over financial reporting and compliance and the 
results of that testing, and not to provide an opinion on internal control over fi¬ 
nancial reporting or on compliance.
